Justice Cheshin, in a separate 

judgment. reiterated the prin- 


ciples laid down by him in Cr.A 
66/82 (PD. 6/732). and confirmed 
in Cr.A. 719/88 (PD 17/916), ac- 
cording to which i could be de- 
cided whether the offence of 
bribery fell within the terms of 
section i(a) or section 1(b).

ly. that bribery was taken for 
an act which the person taking 
the bribe was: 1. bound te do 
by virtue of his function and 
was not taken for the purpose

Justice Cheshin saw no rea- 


son for thinking that the Sup- 


reme Court had been mistaken
